Supply of helmet and protective footwear. - ( i ) The helmet and protec 
tive foot -wear referred to in sub - regulation ( 1 ) of regulation 182 shall be supplied 
free of charge , to evey person going into a mine or employed to work in a mine , 
by the owrier , agent or manager of a mine, who shall at all times maintain a suffi 
cient stock of these articles in order to ensure immediate supply as and when nced 
for the same arises . For this purpose , the owner , agent or manager shall purchase 
and keep in stock not less than five per cent, of the total annual requirements of 
these articles in addition to the total annual requirements . 


( 2 ) The helmet and protective foot -wear shall be supplied by the owner, agent 
or manager at intervals not exceeding three years, and not exceeding six months, 
respectively : 


Provided that when a helmet or protective foot-wear is damaged or 18 rendered 
unserviceable as a result of legitimate use before the same is due to be replaced 
in the normal course , the owner , agent or manager shall supply another helmet 
or protective foot -wear , as the case may be. 


( 3 ) The owner, agent or manager shall provide at suitable places in the mine 
dubbing and revolving brushes or make other suitable alternative arrangements 
for cleaning the protective foot-wear by the persons using them ,
